REMARKS 

Applicant has amended the specification and claims to clarify the grammar/syntax of 
certain words and passages. 

On page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner states that claims 2 and 3 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Claims 1 and 4 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Khanarian '265. 

Applicant has effectively canceled the rejected claim 1 by adding thereto the limitations 
of the allowable claim 2. Also, the rejected claim 4 is now dependent on the rewritten claim 1 
(1+2). Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to reconsider and withdraw the 
rejection of claims 1 and 4 as being moot. The allowable claim 3 (3/1) has been rewritten in 
independent form.
